A vessel waa ob- 
served at sem uhout 1-p-a-with-thesignat 
fiying tor a pilot, bearing East, distant 
about twelve miles, Brock, who belonged 
to Layton’s company, with nine others, 
lamnehed the yaw! [ncrease, and steered fir 
the object of their enterprise.
